POLICE BELIEVE LEWIS 
COUNTY MAN HAS MET 
WITH FOUL PLAY HERE 

New Clue Picked Dp By Local Police 
Mill Be Followed Out In an At* 
tempt to Uursvel Mysterious 
Disappearance of Lewis 
County Urowtr. 

Chief of Police Harry A. Ort has 
found a new clue to the mysterious 
disappearance here early In January 
of John Bailey, I^ewls county farmer 
and teamster and Is following out the 
clue expecting that thereby he will be 
able to unravel the myBtery which so 
long has baffled the local police, the 
police of neighboring towns and cities 
and has brought great grief and suf- 
fering to Bailey's wife and six small 
children. 

It will be remembered that Bailey- 
delivered a load of tobacco to a local 
warehouse for saMc and that he disap- 
peared over night. His team of mules 
and wagon were found In the ware- 
house stable and he had never called 
at the warehouse for the check In pay- 
ment for the tobacco which he hnd 
hauled to Maysville for sale for a 
neighbor. 

The police have now, for the first 
time, since the disappearance of 
Bailey, reached the belief that there 
might be something In the impression 
many people had at the time of the 
disappearance, that Bailey had met 
with foul play. 

Heretofore the police have not be- 
lieved that foul play was likely be- 
cause there was nothing :o lead them 
to thus believe. Bailey had no money 
on his person at the time of any con- 
sequence and therefore they dismiss- 
ed the theory of robbery. He had no 
enemies who would resort to murder 
and the only possible conclusion they 
could reach was that he might have 
been drunk, as several say he was, 
and got Into an argument which end- 
ed fatally for him and then his as- 
sailant made way with his body. 

Chief Ort and those who have been 
working on the case, however, were 
more of the opinion that Bailey had 
Just wandered off on a long drunk and 
that he would show up after a few 
days. Almost three months have pass- 
ed since his mysterious disappear- 
ance, however, and no one hod heard 
anything nbout him. 

The new clue picked up yesterday 
by Chief Ort leads the police to be- 
lieve strongly that Bailey might have 
met with foul play In Maysville and 
they are working hard on the case 
now and expect to reach some conclu- 
sion on this tip within the next twen- 
ty-four hours that will lead either to 
proving beyond a doubt that Bailey 
was murdered or that he has simply 
run away from the community to re- 
main.

BREWER SHOOTS 
SELF IN BREAST BE- 
CAUSEJF WORRY 

Worry Over Prohibition Led to De> 
spondency Which Caused Husband 
of Local Girl to Attempt 
Suicide. 

Worry over the approach of prohibi- 
tion In Ohio is said by relatives to 
have caused William A. Boss, Presi- 
dent and Treasurer of the Gambrinus 
Stock Company, Cincinnati, to attempt 
to end his life at the Gambrinus Brew- 
ery, Twelfth and Sycamore streets, 
yesterday. 

Mr. Boss shot hlmsolf in the left 
breast. 

His condition is serious, General 
Hospital physicians say. 

After lunch Boss, with several other 
employees from the office of the com- 
pany, went to the taproom, where St. 
Patrick's Day was being celebrated. 
He appeared to be in an exceptionally 
cheerful mood, but suddenly asked to 
be excused, and went to his office, 
where, employees stated, he procured 
a revolver. * 

A revolver shot was heard and Boss 
staggered from a lavatory and fell In- 
to the arms of Andrew Youch, a clerk. 
Youch called Robert Schmidt and Jo- 
seph Shaefer, bookkeeper. The three 
men carried Boss to a table and ad- 
ministered first old. 

While police were on their way to 
the brewery Boss asked that a note 
which he had written be destroyed. 
Lieutenant Henry Puengling request- 
ed employees to deliver the note to 
him. It was brief and unsigned. In it 
Boss wrote: 

"I am in the hands of my friends 
and I request Undertaker Sullivan to 
bury me from my mother's home." 

His mother, Mrs. C. W, Boss, lives at 
3657 Kendall avenue, Hyde Park. 

Boss Is 32 years old and lived at 
3325 Reading road. Cincinnati. His 
wife, who before her marriage was 
Miss Lula Reed, of this city, daughter 
of Councilman Charles Reed, of the 
First Ward, last night said she did not 
believe her husband was mentally re- 
sponsible for his act. 

"He worried over prohibition until 
be was nearly crazy," Mrs. Boss said. 
"He worried night and day." 

Boss told physicians ut the Gen- 
eral Hospital last night that he had 
shot himself accidentally. Physlci- 
cians, upon examination of the wound, 
said the weapon was held in the left 
hand at the time it was discharged.

NOW HAVE BETTER 
LAUNDRY SERVICE 

Beginning Next Monday — Modern 
Laundry Company Will Introduce 
New System of Collection 
and Delivery. 

An aged-old custom considers Mon- 
day as wash day. In the Modern Laun- 
dry every day is wash day. But of 
course, everybody's washing cannot 
be done on the same day. 

Heretofore fully sixty per cent, of 
laundry patrons have sent their work 
to the laundry on Monday. 

Thus, laundries have been deluged 
with work the fore part of the week. 
The help have begun the week dis- 
couraged and dissatisfied, and the re- 
sult has often been reflected in the 
work and service. 

This unequal distribution of the 
work has been quite as much to the 
disadvantage of the patron as it has 
to the laundry. All employes do their 
best work when they clearly under- 
stand just what it Is, and when they 
can see "over the top" of It. 

Every day a certain amount of the 
work will be brought Into the plants 
and an equal amount delivered to pa- 
trons. Many patrons have unthink- 
ingly, demanded special service. Given 
It once, some have acquired the habit. 
Special service is expensive to the 
laundry and patrons alike. There aro 
occasions when special service h 
needed and will be given, but these 
occasions are/few and will be greatly 
reduced under this new plan. Tli" 
foregoing, and many other seemingly 
small items have been and are a bi ; 
factor in the overhead expenses of a 
laundry; and along with the war, 
higher wages, increased cost of mater- 
ials, etc., have been responsible for 
the higher prices which the laundry 
owners have been compelled to 
Charge. Neither the public nor tho 
laundry owner can control the pries 
of material nor the wages of labcr. 
But the laundry owners, <vlth the 
hearty co-operation of the public, 
can, and will control some of the 
items of overhead expense, and pre- 
vent a further increase in laundry 
prices, If indeed, they do not eventual- 
ly lower them to a considerable ex- 
tent. 

HEBE IS THE PLAN 
Each patron will be advised as to 
the day and hour when each laundry's 
representative will call for their laun- 
dry. It should be ready and he 
ahould not be expected to wait. Hours 
and hours of time, and gallons of gas- 
oline and oil have been wasted while 
drivers waited for, bundles. We will 
divide the total number of calls into 
five equal parts. One-fifth of the 
work will be collected Monday, one- 
fifth Tuesday and so on until Friday. 
In the same manner, one-fifth of the 
work will be delivered each day. 
There will be but one collection and 
one delivery each week on each route. 
All collection and deliveries of laun- 
dry work will be made each morning 
before noon. Telephone calls not be- 
ing on salesman's route will be made 
in the afternoon ench day. If the 
driver • serving you calls at nine 
o'clock one week, you may expect him 
at the same hour each week, almost to 



the mlduto. The Mm* applies to de- 
livery. Your driver will deliver your 
bundle at" the aame hour each week. 
Each customer will be requested to 
have the cash ready. There can be no 
variation from tho foregoing, as It 
would soon defeat the parpose of thu 
plan which Is— belter work and better 
service for all. No special rush work 
will be called for and delivered. Work 
brought to the office and called for 
may bo hnd In shorter tlmo than by 
the regular system. Tho foregoing 
plan Is now In operation In several 
cities, and has been received by tho 
public moBt graciously, because Its ad- 
vantages are so apparent and Its prac- 
tical value bo soon estaDllshed. It 
looks more revolutionary than It Is. 
It Is simply breaking up a custom, 
which is a custom only, and by no 
means a necessity. 

The laundry owner presents tho 
foregoing, firm In the belief that its 
reasonableness and good sense will 
appeal to their patrons. This plan 
with the hearty co-operation of laun- 
dry patrons, will promote better con- 
ditions for laundry employees, which 
In turn cannot fall to result In better 
work and better service; and last, but 
not least, reduction rather than an ad- 
vance In laundry prices.

erect poles and place upon game a 
simple and substantial martin box as 
a home for these most valuable birds.

"Therefore, please do not put it off, 
or "let George do It," but begin today 
the erection of home* for these busy, 
useful and badly needed little birds."
